Get Left Turn Lanes

Left-turn pockets have 
been provided at two major 
Carson intersections at the 
direction of Supervisor Ken­ 
neth Hahn.

Carson boulevard's inter­ 
sections with Avalon boule­ 
vard and Main street have 
been striped for left turns 
only In the middle lane.

In calling for the left-turn 
pockets, Supervisor Hahn 
pointed out that Carson is a 
th nee-lane highway and dan­ 
gerous situations are created 
when cars approach the in­ 
tersections in opposit direc­ 
tions from the middle lane. 

Difficult
"It was difficult for driv­ 

ers to know whether the on­ 
coming car was planning to 
turn left or proceed through 
the intersection," Hahn ob­ 
served.

tions not only facilitate!

with a divided center strip.'
